DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The Office Action has been made issued in response to amendment filed July 17, 2008. 
Claims 1, 3, and 5 are pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 6 (cancelled) 

Note that claim 6 is directed to non-elected claims and therefore it is cancelled 
since applicant elected without traverse 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 , 3, and 5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art teaches or fairly suggest " irrelevant variations of face appearance are 
suppressed by the application of filters whose shapes are matched to that of facial 
features and the filters are generated to match the variety of actual facial features 
shapes of individuals after an out-of-plane rotation. This facial pose estimation method 
using the sparse representation advantageously facilitates the development of human 
recognition systems.
